New Plant Now 


If you think irresponsibility in 


high government circles on money 
matters doesn't harm you, it "in- 
flation" is just a word with no 
particular meaning for your own 
community, read this item from 
yesterday's Wall Street Journal: 


"Plans to build a 12-million-dol- 


lar paper pulp plant by Dierks 
Lumber & Coal Co. have been post- 
poned indefinitely because the con- 
struction cost has increased 30 per 
cent over the first estimate, Fred- 
erick H. Dierks, president, an- 
nounced. 


"The 
company had formed a 


wholly-owned 
subsidiary, White 


Star Paper Co., to build and op- 
crate 
the plant near 
Prcscott, 


Ark." 


Politicians 
juggle 
prices 
and 


throw the little fellow what looks 
like a juicy morsel in high dollar- 
value for his labor or his product; 
but the family groans under a 
steepening cost of living — and we 
have this last bitter pill to swallow: 
The case of a vast new industry 
scheduled for construction in out- 
own area but knocked out solely 
because dollar values have been 
destroyed by the Washington tink- 
erers. 


Mr. Dierks discloses that the 


original estimate for White Star's 
cost was 12 millions, and of course 
the Washington dispatch on rapid- 
tax-writeoff 
earlier 
this 
week 


showed the estimate to hlfve come 
up to about 18 million. That's what 
inflation means — at the higher 
business levels you are asked to 
pay 18 millions for something worth 
only 12, and you won't pay it. 


And yet an industry that pro- 


poses to take the raw material and 
labor of our section and produce a 
complex product like paper 
is 


fundamental 
to 
the 
growth of 


population 
and wealth. Political 


bungling that destroys something 
like this has destroyed more than 
mere dollars can replace. For dol- 
lars are owned by a few, and dis- 
sipated over generations; but in- 
dustry offers jobs and purchasing 
power for many, and when the orig- 
inal workers are gone the jobs are 
still there for the children.
